Washington, Aug. 11 — (/P) — 


The Agriculture department today 
forecast production of this year's 
weather-hampered corn drop 
at 


'i,659,949,000 uusnels and a record 
wheat crop of 1,427,747,000 bushels. 


The corn estimate, based on con- 


ditions of Aug. 1, compares with 
2,770,830,000 forecast in a special 
report for July 15 and with a July 
1 figure of 2,612,809, 000. 


It is considerably short of last 
year's record corn crop of 3,287,- 
927,000 bushels, but compares fav- 
orably with the ten-year (1936-45) 
average of 2,639,102,000. The gov- 
ernment's

goal was 


3,000,000,000 bushels. A crop of at 
least 2,850,000,000 bushels of good 
quality corn will 
be 
needed 
to 


maintain livestock 
production at 
present high levels.

Hoosevelt, 
were he alive today, 


would feel about Russia precisely 
as Mr. Wallace does. That is ob- 
viously a personal assumption and 
nothing more. 


By his present line of talk Mr. 


Wallace is not aiding the cause of 
peace. He is injuring it by creat- 
ing the fiction abroad that he is 
tjie spokesman for a large block of 
Amercan opinion. 


Mr. Wallace is entitled to his own

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence.

There are fresh rumors of a sepa-

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the

Bul whatever the help or what-

It al- 
lows air and water to get down 
through to plant roots.

of this ideal soil, however, many

gardens are planted in soil 
is sandy and droughty or 


heavy and lighl and hard to work. 
Others are poor and infertile, she 
points out. 


Soil scientists of the U. S. De- 


partment of Agriculture point out 
that in many cases it is possible 
to build up poor garden soils. The 
ingredients for improvement 
are 


manure, compost, fertilizer, and 
in many cases, lime. Manure and 
compost make Ihe soil easier for 
plants to grow in and easier for 
the Hardener to work, the home 
di-inonstaiion agenl explains. They

The proposal will require signa- 
tures of 12,173 qualified voters— 
eight percent of the total vote cast 
for governor in Ihe 1946 general 
eleclion—to be placed on the 1948 
general election ballot.

headed by Sir Wilfred Eady, spe- 
cial assistant to chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Dalton. . 
Although

formal requests 
have been made, it is understood 
England will ask concessions ehich 
would permit her to conserve her 
dwindling dollar supply by increas- 
ing imports from British dominions 
and decreasingimports from 
the 


United States. 
The present terms of the loan 


agreement prohibit this. 
Snyder emphasized it wss .his un- 
derstanding the conference would 
be strictly limited to the'. British 
loan and would not delve into oth- 
er aspects: of the British "dollar 
crisis" or European aid. 
He declned to comment .on pros- 


peclive changes saying: 
"I want to findout what the Brit- 
ish delegation has in mind before 
making any statement. 


"We are prepared to listen 
to 
anything they bring up as long as1 
it is within the area of the Anglo- 
American loan agreement."

used for pickles, but it lakes Iwice 
as much green as dry dill, explains 
Miss Mary Dixon, home demon- 
stration agent. The entire dill plant 
is used in flavoring, but the seed 
, arc most important. Be sure Ihe 
| need are fully developed bul not 
ready lo fall off when using green 
dill.uill pickles are cured in a solu- 
lion ol sail, vinegar and water. 
Dill and other pickling spices are 
packed with the pickles. Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars. 
When Ihe pickles are made in glass 
jars, slightly more vinegar 
is 


used in Ihe curing brine. 


General directions 
for 
making 


dill pickles arc as follow: Selecl 
medim-size green lomatoes or cu- 
cumbers. Soil and wash. For each 
gallon of cucumbers or lomaloes, 
use one 
lo one 
and one-fourth 


•ounces of dry dill and one OUIICD 
of pickling spice. Place the cu- 
cumbers and spices 
in alternate 


layers in a large stone jar. Pour 
over this a mixlure of onc-hulf 
pound of salt, one cup of vinegar 
and one gallon of water. (One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks, 


, then pack the 
pickles in quart 


i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which 
has been slrained, 
boiled 
and 


cooled. Seal uncl tlore.

The respirator proves invaluable

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence. 
There are conslanl rumors that

There are fresh rumors of a sepa- 
ratist movement

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the

terials are ulilized. 
Bul whatever the help or what- 


ever the danger. China is almost 
sure to remain China and not to be- 
come the province of some other 
country.

granular, spongy and open. It al- 
lows air and water to get down 
through to plant roots. 
Instead 


of this ideal soil, however, many 
horn 
that 


gardens are planted in soil 
is sandy and droughty or 


heavy and lighl and hard to work. 
Others are poor and infertile, she 
points out. 


Soil scientists of the U. S. De- 


partment of Agriculture point out 
that in many cases it is possible 
to build up poor garden soils. The 
ingredients for improvement 
are 


manure, compost, fertilizer, and 
in many cases, lime. Manure and 
compost make Ihe soil easier for 
plants to grow in and easier for 
the Hardener to work, the home 
di-inonstaiion agenl explains. They

cial assistant to chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Dalton. .

have been made, it is understood 
England will ask concessions ehich 
would permit her to conserve her 
dwindling dollar supply by increas- 
ing imports from British dominions 
and decreasingimports from 
the 


United States. 
The present terms of the loan 


agreement prohibit this. 
Snyder emphasized it wss .his un- 
derstanding the conference would 
be strictly limited to the'. British 
loan and would not delve into oth- 
er aspects: of the British "dollar 
crisis" or European aid. 
He declned to comment .on pros- 


peclive changes saying: 
"I want to findout what the Brit- 
ish delegation has in mind before 
making any statement. 


"We are prepared to listen 
to 
anything they bring up as long as1 
it is within the area of the Anglo- 
American loan agreement."

as much green as dry dill, explains 
Miss Mary Dixon, home demon- 
stration agent. The entire dill plant 
is used in flavoring, but the seed 
, arc most important. Be sure Ihe 
| need are fully developed bul not 
ready lo fall off when using green 
dill.uill pickles are cured in a solu- 
lion ol sail, vinegar and water. 
Dill and other pickling spices are 
packed with the pickles. Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars. 
When Ihe pickles are made in glass 
jars, slightly more vinegar 
is 


used in Ihe curing brine. 


General directions 
for 
making 


dill pickles arc as follow: Selecl 
medim-size green lomatoes or cu- 
cumbers. Soil and wash. For each 
gallon of cucumbers or lomaloes, 
use one 
lo one 
and one-fourth 


•ounces of dry dill and one OUIICD 
of pickling spice. Place the cu- 
cumbers and spices 
in alternate 


layers in a large stone jar. Pour 
over this a mixlure of onc-hulf 
pound of salt, one cup of vinegar 
and one gallon of water. (One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks,

i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence. 
There are conslanl rumors that 


Chiang's government

fall. 


There are fresh rumors of a sepa- 
ratist movement 
in

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the

terials are ulilized. 
Bul whatever the help or what- 


ever the danger. China is almost 
sure to remain China and not to be- 
come the province of some other 
country.

The proposal will require signa- 
tures of 12,173 qualified voters— 
eight percent of the total vote cast 
for governor in Ihe 1946 general 
eleclion—to be placed on the 1948 
general election ballot.

The British delegation, which will 


fly here this 
week-end 
will 
be 
headed by Sir Wilfred Eady, spe- 
cial assistant to chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Dalton. . 
Although

formal requests 
have been made, it is understood 
England will ask concessions ehich 
would permit her to conserve her 
dwindling dollar supply by increas- 
ing imports from British dominions 
and decreasingimports from 
the 


United States. 
The present terms of the loan 


agreement prohibit this. 
Snyder emphasized it wss .his un- 
derstanding the conference would 
be strictly limited to the'. British 
loan and would not delve into oth- 
er aspects: of the British "dollar 
crisis" or European aid. 
He declned to comment .on pros- 


peclive changes saying: 
"I want to findout what the Brit- 
ish delegation has in mind before 
making any statement. 


"We are prepared to listen 
to 
anything they bring up as long as1 
it is within the area of the Anglo- 
American loan agreement."

Miss Mary Dixon, home demon- 
stration agent. The entire dill plant 
is used in flavoring, but the seed 
, arc most important. Be sure Ihe 
| need are fully developed bul not 
ready lo fall off when using green 
dill.uill pickles are cured in a solu- 
lion ol sail, vinegar and water. 
Dill and other pickling spices are 
packed with the pickles. Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars. 
When Ihe pickles are made in glass 
jars, slightly more vinegar 
is 


used in Ihe curing brine. 


General directions 
for 
making 


dill pickles arc as follow: Selecl 
medim-size green lomatoes or cu- 
cumbers. Soil and wash. For each 
gallon of cucumbers or lomaloes, 
use one 
lo one 
and one-fourth 


•ounces of dry dill and one OUIICD 
of pickling spice. Place the cu- 
cumbers and spices 
in alternate 


layers in a large stone jar. Pour 
over this a mixlure of onc-hulf 
pound of salt, one cup of vinegar 
and one gallon of water. (One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks,

i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence. 
There are conslanl rumors that 


Chiang's government

fall. 


There are fresh rumors of a sepa- 
ratist movement 
in 
the

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the 
ma- 


terials are ulilized. 
Bul whatever the help or what- 


ever the danger. China is almost 
sure to remain China and not to be- 
come the province of some other 
country.

Manure and 
compost make Ihe soil easier for 
plants to grow in and easier for 
the Hardener to work, the home 
di-inonstaiion agenl explains.

It would re- 
vamp -the state and county educa 
lion boards by having the elected 
county supervisors make up the 
stale board and presidents of the 
various 
county 
school 
districls 
make up Ihe county boards. 


Required by law 
to 
prepare 
"popular" and "ballot" tille 
for 
proposed initiated acts and amend 
mcnts, the attorney general's of- 
fice, has designated the popular 
lille for Ihe education department 
proposal as: 


"An net providing for eleclion by 


the people of county school super- 
visors and the state commissioner 
of education and for formation of 
new stale and county boards of ed- 
xication." 


The proposal will require signa- 
tures of 12,173 qualified voters— 
eight percent of the total vote cast 
for governor in Ihe 1946 general 
eleclion—to be placed on the 1948 
general election ballot.

on easing terms of the $3,750,000,- 
000 American loan to Britain. 


Snyder told a news conference 


the National Advisory Council on 
internalional monelary 
problems 


headed by himself, will 
conduct 


the discussions on behalf of 
this 


country.. 


The British delegation, which will 


fly here this 
week-end 
will 
be 
headed by Sir Wilfred Eady, spe- 
cial assistant to chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Dalton. . 
Although 
no 
formal requests 
have been made, it is understood 
England will ask concessions ehich 
would permit her to conserve her 
dwindling dollar supply by increas- 
ing imports from British dominions 
and decreasingimports from 
the 


United States. 
The present terms of the loan 


agreement prohibit this. 
Snyder emphasized it wss .his un- 
derstanding the conference would 
be strictly limited to the'. British 
loan and would not delve into oth- 
er aspects: of the British "dollar 
crisis" or European aid. 
He declned to comment .on pros- 


peclive changes saying: 
"I want to findout what the Brit- 
ish delegation has in mind before 
making any statement. 


"We are prepared to listen 
to 
anything they bring up as long as1 
it is within the area of the Anglo- 
American loan agreement." 


In two other developments on 
the international economic scene: 


1. Snyder scotched 
"persistent 
rumors" in London's financial dis- 
trict that the treasury planned 'to 
increase its price on gold from the 
present $35 an ounce to $50. 
The 
secretary said there have been "no 
plans and nodiscussions" of any 
such move. An increase in the gold 
price would assist European coun- 
tries with gold reserves to extend 
their present dollar credits. 


2. The British withdrew another 


$150,000,000 of their U. S. loan, leav- 
ng only $850,000,000 available. At

r, instead of next June 30 as con- 
emplated. 
The treasury secretary said he 
ould not guess how long the con- 
erences will last.

Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars.

(One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks,

pickles in quart 


i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which 
has been slrained,

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence. 
There are conslanl rumors that 


Chiang's government

There are fresh rumors of a sepa- 
ratist movement 
in

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the

Bul whatever the help or what- 


ever the danger. China is almost 
sure to remain China and not to be- 
come the province of some other 
country.

England will ask concessions ehich 
would permit her to conserve her 
dwindling dollar supply by increas- 
ing imports from British dominions 
and decreasingimports from 
the 


United States. 
The present terms of the loan 


agreement prohibit this. 
Snyder emphasized it wss .his un- 
derstanding the conference would 
be strictly limited to the'. British 
loan and would not delve into oth- 
er aspects: of the British "dollar 
crisis" or European aid. 
He declned to comment .on pros- 


peclive changes saying: 
"I want to findout what the Brit- 
ish delegation has in mind before 
making any statement. 


"We are prepared to listen 
to 
anything they bring up as long as1 
it is within the area of the Anglo- 
American loan agreement."

Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars. 
When Ihe pickles are made in glass 
jars, slightly more vinegar 
is 


used in Ihe curing brine. 


General directions 
for 
making 


dill pickles arc as follow: Selecl 
medim-size green lomatoes or cu- 
cumbers. Soil and wash. For each 
gallon of cucumbers or lomaloes, 
use one 
lo one 
and one-fourth 


•ounces of dry dill and one OUIICD 
of pickling spice. Place the cu- 
cumbers and spices 
in alternate 


layers in a large stone jar. Pour 
over this a mixlure of onc-hulf 
pound of salt, one cup of vinegar 
and one gallon of water. (One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks, 


, then pack the 
pickles in quart 


i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which 
has been slrained, 
boiled 
and 


cooled. Seal uncl tlore.

From the air or from the Whangpo 
river, Shanghai looks to be a Eu- 
ropean or American city. Behind 
the facade all 
is 
Chinese. 
The 


twentieth century buildings of what 
was once Ihe international setlle- 
ment and the French concession 
still house the western colony, but 
the Chinese 
have taken over the 
government of their own city. 
names of streets like 
Avenue 
Joffre and the Bubbling Well road 
have been changed, most of them 
in honor of Chinese cities. 
Once 


you leave tho Bund, that 
broad 


boulevard along 
the waterfront, 
you see millions of Chinese and few 
Americans or Europeans. 


The traffic problem is such as 


to shame those of us 
who 
talk 


about 
congestion 
in 
American 
cities. Motor 
traffic 
is not too 


heavy, but rickshas and pedi-cabs 
(which 
have 
ricksha-like 
seats 
mounted on a tricycle frame which 
the coolie pedals) arc as the sands 
of the sea. They do nol move, they 
swarm. Liltle wonder Shanghai, for 
motorists, is 
the 
horn-blowingest 
city in the world —even more so 
than Paris with its famous taxi- 
cabs. 


Once governed under exlra-lerri- 
torialily 
by 
European 
officials, 


Shanghai is now administered for 
Ihe Chinese nalional government 
by its own mayor, K. C. Wu. He 
is a professional at the job of mu- 
nicipal 
administration. 
He 
was 


mayor of Chungking during its time 
as the war capital of China. 


In his western style house 
he 
and Madame Wu gave our party a 
dinner, Chinese style, which was 
the most delicious dinner we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the United 


Stales. I asked Jimmy Wei of Ihe 
Minislry of Information to get me 
a copy of the menu. He simplified 
it too much to give any indication 
of the real flavor, but here is whal 
he says we ale: 


Fried fresh water shrimp, fried 


chicken slices, stewed pigeon eggs 
with fresh 
water 
chestnut 
and 


duck's tongue, fish curd, 
Chinese 


style beef steak (litllo bils of meal 
in an exotic sauce) stewed salmi 
fish, almond curd, fruit and cof- 
fee. 


One of our party said you could 


nol understand Japan until you had 
boon to China. It is easy lo see 
why Ihe efficient, easy-to-discipline 
Japanese thought they could over- 
run 
; Asia, and came very close to 


doing it. It also is easy lo see why 
the patient, humorous, easy-going 
Chinese suffered countless defeats, 
but could not be 
mastered. 


The Japanese with their trails of 


•industry and clocilily (docilily which 
appeared only after 
they 
were 


beaten) I could admire in certain 
ways; but I was never comfort- 
able with. The Chinese with all 
their Iraickory and inability to get 
along with each other, 1 liked al- 
most withoul exception. 


One of the oldest and tartest ob- 
servations 
about 
the Chinese is 


perhaps the truest: there are so 
many Chinese. 


For centuries Ihe Chinese have 


engulffed, 
rather than defeat, all 


who sought to conquer them. The 
power of their millions of people to 
absorb alien people and alien ideas 
without any fundamental 
change 


in the Chinese, the toughness of 
the country 
in 
enduring 
strife 


anoni; its own people, iiave 
been 


demonstrated down through 
the 


centuries. 
These qualities may be the chief 


hope of Ihe country, and tho world, 
in the present uneertainity over 
communistic influence in Ihe orient, 
and especially on the continent of 
Asia. That Chiang Kai-shek and 
his nationalist Jirmies will be able 
to conquer Ihe Chinese communists 
seems 
extremely 
unlikely—unless 


Chiang gets more American help 
Uian we are inclined lo give. That 
the Communists will conquer tho 
Nationalists is equally improbable. 
One great danger is that the con- 


try will be so divided among lash- 
ing groups and jealous leaders, like 
the old warlords, that it would be 
easy for Russia to extend its influ- 
ence. 
There are conslanl rumors that 


Chiang's government

fall. 


There are fresh rumors of a sepa- 
ratist movement 
in

around Canton, There is every in- 
dication that the communist armies 
of the north arc stronger, militarily 
than Ihose of the national govern- 
ment. 
Meantime Ihe country 
absorbs 


like a sponge whatever foreign aid 
is extended, withoul any notice- 
able improvement in its condition, 
economically or otherwise. 
This leads lo the conclusion that 


whatever new aid America may 
extend as a result of the Edemeyer 
mission will be grunted only on con- 
dition that American's have 
the 
strictest supervision over .how the 
money is spent and how the 
ma- 


terials are ulilized. 
Bul whatever the help or what- 


ever the danger. China is almost 
sure to remain China and not to be- 
come the province of some other 
country.

It al- 
lows air and water to get down 
through to plant roots. 
Instead 


of this ideal soil, however, many 
horn 
that 


gardens are planted in soil 
is sandy and droughty or 


heavy and lighl and hard to work. 
Others are poor and infertile, she 
points out. 


Soil scientists of the U. S. De- 


partment of Agriculture point out 
that in many cases it is possible 
to build up poor garden soils. The 
ingredients for improvement 
are 


manure, compost, fertilizer, and 
in many cases, lime. Manure and 
compost make Ihe soil easier for 
plants to grow in and easier for 
the Hardener to work, the home 
di-inonstaiion agenl explains. They

Lime counteracts the eftect of soil 
acids and furnishes calcium and 
magnesium needed by plants.

Either dry or green dill can be 


used for pickles, but it lakes Iwice 
as much green as dry dill, explains 
Miss Mary Dixon, home demon- 
stration agent. The entire dill plant 
is used in flavoring, but the seed 
, arc most important. Be sure Ihe 
| need are fully developed bul not 
ready lo fall off when using green 
dill.uill pickles are cured in a solu- 
lion ol sail, vinegar and water. 
Dill and other pickling spices are 
packed with the pickles. Oflcn a 
few bullons of garlic or pods of 
hot pepper are added lo the pic- 
kles. As the pickles cure oul Ihey 
lake up the iiuvor of Ihe dill and 
other spices, with dill Ihe predomi- 
nant flavor, she explains. 


Cucumbers or green tomatoes to 


be made into dill pickles can ba 
packed directly inlo glass canning 
jars or cured in large stone jars 
and later packed inlo glass jars. 
When Ihe pickles are made in glass 
jars, slightly more vinegar 
is 


used in Ihe curing brine. 


General directions 
for 
making 


dill pickles arc as follow: Selecl 
medim-size green lomatoes or cu- 
cumbers. Soil and wash. For each 
gallon of cucumbers or lomaloes, 
use one 
lo one 
and one-fourth 


•ounces of dry dill and one OUIICD 
of pickling spice. Place the cu- 
cumbers and spices 
in alternate 


layers in a large stone jar. Pour 
over this a mixlure of onc-hulf 
pound of salt, one cup of vinegar 
and one gallon of water. (One-halt' 
lo three-iourlh gallon of solution 
will cover a gallon of cucumbers.) 


Pul a weight on Ui'j pickles lo 


keep them under Ihe brine. Remove 
any scurn which forms. Keep at 
room temperature for two weeks, 


, then pack the 
pickles in quart 


i jars. Add one-hall cup of vinegar lo 
each quart jar, then finishing fill- 
ing wilh the curing brine which 
has been slrained, 
boiled 
and 


cooled. Seal uncl tlore.

He was a long-division boy 
in a league of astral physics and 
he was not a qualified 
military 
pilot. Spaatz and Eisenhower were 
jumped from colonel and lieuten- 
ant-colonel respectively to the daz- 
zling ranks of full general and gen- 
eral of the armies. Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower.

other's influence to get contracts 
for the 
Hughes

penses of his third wedding. He 
said substantially the same thing 
shortly after his father died, when 
ho fact was disclosed that, with 
he old man's connivance and help, 
)C had chiseled $200,000 from John 
lartford. In the same season 
of 


good hunting he took 850,000 from 
David G. Baird and $25,000 from 
Jhorles Harwood. Harwood frank- 
y expected Roosevelt pere to make 
him a judge of the United States 
district 
court; 
Elliott' dead-beat 
most of this total of $275,000, but 
larwood couldn't be gypped. El- 
iott's old man didn't come through 
with the judicial job and old Char- 
ic refused to give up his collateral. 


At the time of this revelation, 
Elliott Roosevelt was a brigadier 
general. He then hurried out of the 
army before th esvar with Japan 
3nded, rather than try to reconcile 
his default of his just debts with 
military law. However, he 
might 


not have been tried because 
the 


Roosevelt brass was still 
mighty 
and a Democratic Congress 
was 


doggedly 
concealing . corruption 
which only now is beginning 
to 
-bme out. 


In the present instance. 
Elliott 
savs his promotion 
to 
brigadier 


was 
rejected 
twice 
by General 


Marshall, then chief of staff, after 
it had been recommended by Gen- 
erals Spaatzand 
Eisenhower. He 
was temporarily turned down, said 
ne, because "it was unusual for a 
man to have as rapid a rise and 
because I was the son of the presi- 
dent." 


It was not morelv unusaal but 


disgraceful that such a man should 
rise to the rank of brigadier -in a 
highly 
technical 
and 
scientific 
branch in view of the fact that he 
had barely the equal of a patchcd- 
up and pieced-out high-school edu- 
cation. He was a long-division boy 
in a league of astral physics and 
he was not a qualified 
military 
pilot. Spaatz and Eisenhower were 
jumped from colonel and lieuten- 
ant-colonel respectively to the daz- 
zling ranks of full general and gen- 
eral of the armies. Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower. He 
put 
the idea in his old man's head and 
was delegated to see that General 
Bedell Smith drew up a citation— 
"North African campaign, Sicilia 
campaign, all that" —as the presi- 
dent casually put it to his club. 


On the very next page he is back 


again on topic A, booze. There he 
reports that eight navy chief cooks 
and stewards had turned up at 
Cairo and that "I was not needed 
to fill empty highball classes for 
those that wanted a drink."

He 
said substantially the same thing 
shortly after his father died, when 
ho fact was disclosed that, with 
he old man's connivance and help, 
)C had chiseled $200,000 from John 
lartford. In the same season 
of 


good hunting he took 850,000 from 
David G. Baird and $25,000 from 
Jhorles Harwood. Harwood frank- 
y expected Roosevelt pere to make 
him a judge of the United States 
district 
court; 
Elliott' dead-beat 
most of this total of $275,000, but 
larwood couldn't be gypped. El- 
iott's old man didn't come through 
with the judicial job and old Char- 
ic refused to give up his collateral. 


At the time of this revelation, 
Elliott Roosevelt was a brigadier 
general. He then hurried out of the 
army before th esvar with Japan 
3nded, rather than try to reconcile 
his default of his just debts with 
military law. However, he 
might 


not have been tried because 
the 


Roosevelt brass was still 
mighty 
and a Democratic Congress 
was 


doggedly 
concealing . corruption 
which only now is beginning

In the present instance. 
Elliott 
savs his promotion 
to 
brigadier 


was 
rejected 
twice 
by General 


Marshall, then chief of staff, after 
it had been recommended by Gen- 
erals Spaatzand 
Eisenhower. He 
was temporarily turned down, said 
ne, because "it was unusual for a 
man to have as rapid a rise and 
because I was the son of the presi- 
dent." 


It was not morelv unusaal but 


disgraceful that such a man should 
rise to the rank of brigadier -in a 
highly 
technical 
and 
scientific 
branch in view of the fact that he 
had barely the equal of a patchcd- 
up and pieced-out high-school edu- 
cation. He was a long-division boy 
in a league of astral physics and 
he was not a qualified 
military 
pilot. Spaatz and Eisenhower were 
jumped from colonel and lieuten- 
ant-colonel respectively to the daz- 
zling ranks of full general and gen- 
eral of the armies. Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower. He 
put 
the idea in his old man's head and 
was delegated to see that General 
Bedell Smith drew up a citation— 
"North African campaign, Sicilia 
campaign, all that" —as the presi- 
dent casually put it to his club.

Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower.

Hugh Dalton, rejected in the House 
of Commons a suggestion advanc- 
by Eric A. Johnston, president of 
the motion picture producers and 
distributors of America, and others 
thai the tax violated terms of the 
$3,750,000,000 American loan agree- 
ment.

El- 
iott's old man didn't come through 
with the judicial job and old Char- 
ic refused to give up his collateral. 


At the time of this revelation, 
Elliott Roosevelt was a brigadier 
general.

Roosevelt brass was still

Marshall, then chief of staff, after 
it had been recommended by Gen- 
erals Spaatzand 
Eisenhower.

dent." 


It was not morelv unusaal but 


disgraceful that such a man should

cation. He was a long-division boy 
in a league of astral physics and 
he was not a qualified 
military 
pilot. Spaatz and Eisenhower were 
jumped from colonel and lieuten- 
ant-colonel respectively to the daz- 
zling ranks of full general and gen- 
eral of the armies. Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower.

He was a long-division boy 
in a league of astral physics and 
he was not a qualified

pilot. Spaatz and Eisenhower were 
jumped from colonel and lieuten- 
ant-colonel respectively to the daz- 
zling ranks of full general and gen- 
eral of the armies. Roosevelt was 
good to officers who pleased him 
but vindictive to men who refused 
lo adjust their professional judg- 
ments and their ethics to his. Ad- 
,miral J. O. Richardson was canned 
from command of the Pacific fleet 
because he foretold Roosevelt that 
it was suicidal to base the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor and, in effect, told 
this bathtub Nelson that he was 
just a mama's boy splashing about 
with celluloid ducks under the eyes 
of his nurse. 


In his book, "As He Saw It " by 


which Elliott exploited .his relation- 
ship to the election returns for an- 
other $50,000 in royalties, the young 
tosspot boasts, between accounts of 
drunken brawls of the gods of war 
that he personally got the Legion 
of Merit for Eisenhower.
